San FnnelMO, Aug. 15.— Ten thou- 
iMi ■■ill MitttA in the arena in 
McdUH' InTlllon nt » o'clock Fri 
day ItiiL rlbrM|*i^t>« W ezffiadlture 
for aeatlic aeMmmb«atloiM nnpNu^t- 
ing 164,000. This Is the largest crowd 
that ever assembled at a ringside In 
this country, and the third largest sum 
In Aollart and cents ever contcated 
for. The two that cKOMied it In re- ^„ ^ 
celpta were the CorUOMfifB 
at Coney Island. |66,00O, and tho Cor- 
bett-McCoy fight at Madison Saunre 
garden. New York, $63,000. 

James J. Jeffries, champion heavy- 
weight of tlM world, played with Jim 
Corbett for nlno rounda and a half 
Friday nlgbt and then Corbetfa aec- 
onds motioned to Referee Oraney to 
Ktop the fight in order to save their 
man from needless punishment. The 
md came shortly after the beginning 
ol the tenth round when Jeffc^ea plant-* 
ed one of hia terrific left awtngi on 
Corbetfa itomach. The man who con- 
quered John Lfc Sullivan dropped to 
the floor in agony and the mfinorable 
scene at Carson City, when Bob Flts- 
olaunona landed his solar plexus blow 
tMs almoat duplicated. This time, 
however. Corbett atrnggled to hia feet 
and again faced hU gigantic adfar- 
eary. With hardly a moment'! h*ai- 
tatlon Jeffries swung his right and 
•gain landed on Corbett's stomach. 
Jim dropped to the floor and then It 
was that Tommy Ryan, aeeing that it 
was all over, motioned to Referee 
Graney to stop the punJFhment. 
improvement In Speed and SkIII. 
The fight ^day night demonstrated 
b^ond all doubt that Jeltriea atanda 
alone in his claaa. He ahowed remark- 
able improvement in both speed and 
skill. Corbett. during the first part of 
the flght, was almost outpointed, and 
the few blowa that he landed on Jef- 
frie* were apparently without atlng. 
Jeffrlea waa never In better condition. 
He looked lighter than naual and the 
way he moved about on his feet and 
the frequency with which he countered 
Corbett's leads astonlBhed everybody. 

Corbett, in comparison with the big 
man opppaed to him. looked very light, 
but waa . really heavier than ever be- 
fore. He appeared to have loot aome 
of his old time speed and skill durlniL 
the early part of the fight, but thhr 
may have been due to Jeffries' mar- 
▼eloni Improvement. Corbett's phys- 
ical condition appeared to be all that 
he bad claimed for it. He atood many 
at Jeffries' terrific blowa wlthotat winc- 
ing and came back swinging left and 
tight and landing frequently, but his 
blowli hardly stung Jeffrlea. Jeffries 
waa not only stronger, faster and olev- 
erer than ever Mom. but be uaed his 
head to better purpoae and although 
Corbett would bit blm bard enough to 
hurt an ordinary man, Jeffrlea would 
bore right In without noticing tho 
blowB and would deliver telling hits 
that materially helped In deciding the 
reenlt of tbe iilit. 



doubtedly beneficial to him from a 
physical point of view, but it appar- 
ently detracted from hia epeed. He 
did not keep away from Jeffrlea In the 
manner that was anticipated but kept 
up close . clinching at every opportu- 
nity. He also did some clever duck- 
ing thereby avoiding deadly blowa, 
but airwa clevemeaa waa of no avail. 
He fought his flght. and when the time 
came Jeffries delivered the neceeaary 
blows and Installed more firmly than 
ever on his pedestal as champion 
heavywelfht pugilist of the world.

Jetfries said after the flght: 
"My flght to-night will demonstrate 
to the public that I am a better man 
than ever 1 waa, and givea the lie to 
the reports whleli 1iav« been elre» 
lated in eome «nariers that I am a 
physical wreck, throngh drink and oth- 
er dissipations. I trained faithfully 
for thla flght and the result showa that 
I am tho natural champion. I outbox- 
ed Corbatt In every round and carried 
tb« fl«ht-# IP> # e^ery atage of the 
game. I «»uit a JL l^pWr^ Cor 
b«tt put up a *1>«Rer ftgkt l>»n I 
thought he would.

Henry Yeutaey Was en the ttand For 
Five Howra Friday. 

Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 15.— For five 
hours Friday the convict, Henry Yout- 
sey underwent a very trying and vig- 
orous cross-examination aa to his par- 
ticipation In the conspiracy which, hs 
says, resulted in the assassination of 
William^ Ooebel. For all of that he 
maintained the calm demeanor that 
the people of Bcott oounty caa not un- 
derstand in him after the sensations 
he furnished them two years ago whwi 
be was himself on trial here and 
•'threw a fit" in the court room to 
keep from going on the witness sund, 
and to exeiu sympathy In the minds 
of the jurors trying him. When be 
told them Friday, in responss to ques- 
tions of the defense attorneya, that he 
had faked them^ he did ao with a amile 
on bis face and some eaabaraanient. 
causing a general laugh among the 
hundreds, mainly women, who had a» 
aembled to hear him. 

Judgs Robblna held the counsel for 
tbe defendant down to k systematic 
crosaexamlnatlon, and at one point 
flned the attorney interrogating for 
violation of the rule he had laid down. 
The defense scored seversi points on 
the witness, mainly as to conflicting 
stories told by him before his arrest 
and trial. He admitted frankly that 
he lied frequently at the time to con- 
fuse the detectives and lawyera cm- 
ployed by the Corbel brothers. His 
most imporiant bit of evidence, that 
as to the written agreement had with 
Caleb Powers regarding the aflUdavIt 
of Powers' innocence, tbe truth or fal- 
sity of which was waived, was Ignored 
by Powers' attorneys in their crosa 
examination, and sunds nncontra- 
dlcted.

After the fight wns over Corbett 
quickly recovered, walked over to Jef- 
frlea and shook him warmly by the 
hand. He said: "Jim, you beat me 
fairly. You atand alone. Ko one can 
toneb yon." 

Timekeeper George Hartlng stated 
that the blows that won the flght were 
a left to the stomach followed by a 
right to the aame place as soon as Cor- 
bett arose to bis feet after Uking the 
count ^ sivf. "It waa the. best flght 
Jeffrtee ever 1b*4« to* astonished 
even those who h'kd> placed tmpUclt 
faith in his ability to wl^," said Har- 
tlng. 

During the flght Corbett talked con- 
tinuously to Jeffries and to tbe ref- 
eree.

The Prosecution Msy Net Oppose the 
Motion as to Jett, aa They Think 
They Have Kneuah Kvl. 
dense to Cenvlet. 



Cynthlana, Ky., Aug. 15.— Curt Jett 
and Tom Wblte, tbe Jackson feudlato, 
were both found guilty of the Marcum 
aasassinatlon by the Jury Friday and 
sentencnd to Ufa terns In the praiteO' 
tlary. 

White flushed as the Jurors handed 
the verdict to the Judge and tears 
came Into his eyes and the bloud seem- 
ed to leave hia face aa he beard tbe 
fateful worda. Jett, with clinched 
Jaws, listened to tbe sentonce and still 
tried to keep up bis air of bragga- 
docio. 

The defense filed grounds and mo- 
tion for a new trial at 11 o'clock Fri- 
day morning and Judge Osborne set 
8:30 o'clock Saturday morning t6f the 
hearing of tbe motion. The motion 
and grounds consist entirely of objec- 
tions to tho ovldPiice ruled In by the 
court, and the attempted Introduction 
of evidence by the defense, and which 
was ruled out. and alao to certoln affl- 
davlU made by the defendanto saying 
that a fair and Impartial trial could , 
not be had here on account of military 
display being made which Inflamed the 
public mind so that a fair trial could 
not be had. It Is almost certain that 
the Judge wQl overrule the motion for 
this new trial. 

Tho Jim Cockerlll Murder. 
The attorneys for the prosecution 
were In consultotion all Friday after- 
noon as to whether or not they will 
oppose the motion aa to Jett. as they 
say If they ran get a new trial In thta 
case they will have enough evidence in 
the case at the next trial to convict 
him. However, Prosecuting Attorney 
Byrd said that If they concluded to 
oppose thf new trial, that at the next 
term of the Harrison circuit conrt ba- 
fore Judge O.saorne, which bdgins 
three weeks from Monday, they will 
put forward the c ase of the common- 
wealth against Curtiss Jett, one of the 
defendants, for the murder of Jim 
Cockerill. to which murder there were 
some six eye witnesses, thereby suc- 
ceeding in lianRfng .Tctt, which has 
been the ultimate aim of the prosecu- 
tion In the case jnat tried. 



CHARGES AGAINST A JUROR. 

Claimed He Attempted to Influence 
. Hie Fellow JurerSL 

The main features in the case at 
bar Friday have been the chargea 
against Juror Jasper King, who lives 

In this ciiy. and who was until two 
years ago a deputy sheriff of tho coun- 
ty and a man who has been highly es- 
teemed. ' Jurora McNees, Nortbcutt 
and Tate all aaid Friday morning that 
King did attempt to influence them 
to deci<ie for Jett and White In thla 
case by s:iying that there wa.s nothing 
against tlie defendants. Judge Os- 
borne, In bis admonition to the jury, 
told them not to talk about this case 
among each other until it waa Anally 
given to them to decide. This seems, 
and it Is said by attorneys here, to be 
( ontempt of court, and thoiifili Judge 
Osborne has not taken cognl/.an( e of 
thla yet. County Prosecuting Attorney 
Webster sUted Friday afternoon that 
he would bring this matter to tkl^ 
court's attention Saturday. 

Prlaenere Qwarded By Soldiers. 

The prisoners are still at the Jail 
and guarded by soldiers In relay of 
tens. When asked by newspaper men 
Friday nfti-rnoon as to what they had 
to say about their verdict, .Jett, with 
an oath, said the newspaper men had 
not aald a kind word about him ^inoe 
tbe trial and that waa all ha wonld say 
about his case.
